Its Now Time To End 
Evils of Fee System 


At long last the evils inherent in the 
fee system of paying county officers 
beyond talk and in the action stage. In 
fact, there are two bills in the General 


Assembly which jhhave mustered consid- 
erable support 
One, introduced by Rev. John Odom 
of Camden, would abolish the fee system 
ntirely. Effective July 1, 1958, all county 
officers would be put on a salary basis 
and their pay would be determined by 
the governing authority of the county. 
To prevent undue pressure and op- 
position to his measure, Rep. Odom’s 
bill provides that pay of any county offi- 
cer shall not be reduced below what he 
is now receiving in fees for the dura- 
tion of his present term, in office. 
The bill makes sense and would end 
current flagrant abuses of the system 
which have reduced law enforcement al- 
most to the point of racketeering in some 
counties. Not only that, but the present 
system is becoming more and more costly 
to the average citizen in carrying out 
‘ordinary legal aspects of doing business. 
Another bill, by Rep. Killian of Glynn, 
would set the salaries of county sheriffs 
at $5,000 a year, to be supplemented by 


local governments in whatever amount 
they wished. .This would end certain 
arbitrary . practices which sheriffs have 


used to extract high fees for 
the law. 

We hope the Legislature is in a mood 
to end the fee system here and now. 
It’s high time Georgia citizens were pro- 
tected from greedy officials who abuse 
their privileges to the point of extortion. 
We believe all citizens would be most 
happy to have the Assembly take favor- 
able action to end it.

Tree Cutter Story 
Is Still Applicable 


One of those grand books in the Old Testa- 
ment which I never tire of reading is Isaiah. 
The prophet Isaiah is one of the great heroes 
of religion and his message is full of adventure. 


of examples of the 


highest kind of moral and religious courage and of the deepest and 
most moving testimonies of the spiritual life. 


Isaiah had several mortal foes 
and one of these was idolatry. 
His battle against the makers 
and worshippers of idols was re- 
lentless. He combatted idolatry 
by werd and action. On occasion 
he employed scorn and _ satire. 
This he did in that passage which 
is recorded in Isaiah 44. 

There he describes a man who 
goes into the forest where he cuts 
down a great tree. “Then it be- 
comes fuel for a man; he takes a 
part of it and warms himself, he 
kindles a fire and bakes bread: 
also he makes a god and wor- 
ships it, he makes it a graven 
image and falls down before it. 
Half of it he burns in the fire: 
over the half he eats flesh, he 
roasts meat and is satisfied: also 
he warms himself and says, Aha, 
f am warm, I have seen the fire! 
And the rest of it he makes into a 
god, his idol; and falls down to 
it and worships it; he prays to it 
and says, Deliver me, for thou 
art my god!’”’ 

This little story has a telling 
“punch” which could not be found 
in a three-hour sermon! For in it 
the prophet dramatically _ illus- 
trates the sheer folly and com- 
plete stupidity of a man’s carving 
out his own idol and then expect- 
ing that his home-made _ god 
could deliver him. 


Recently while re-reading this

familiar story, I began to think 
along these lines: Today we do 


not carve out our own gods and 
then fall down to worship them. 
We are a. good deal smarter than 
the fellow Isaiah spoke of. We 
know that a little piece of wood 
can't save us. We've come a long 
way since those days! Of course, 
there are people who seem to hold 
in highest reverence the bank ac- 
count they have built up or the 
reputation they have earned. But 
such people don’t really believe 
that the bank account or their 
reputation can save their souls. 

Yet as I continued to reflect on 
Isaiah's little story, I wondered if 
Isaiah today might not feel the 
need to shift the emphasis a lit- 
tle and then to speak with just 
such a stinging indictment of us. 
Our trouble is not that we carve 
out our gods, but like that fellow 
we, too, leave our God to the last. 
If we were to go out and cut 
down a tree, we would divide the 
wood according to the major in- 
terests of our life. A_ portion 
would be sold for profit and a 
portion would be kept for our own 
use. Then what might be left over 
we would give to the Lord. 

The Bible speaks of giving to 
the Lord the first-fruits. But don’t 
we often give to the Lord the 
residue?

Good or bad, it seems to make brothers out of us all. When 
it’s terrible we slog through it together, exchanging rueful grins 
and complaints over wet feet or frozen noses. And when it’s good 
those who must be out in it, beam at one another fraternally as 
if to say, “‘Look what we've got!”

Yesterday’s snow was special and fine and it brought out child- 
like wonderment in even the wayworn travelers who rise up early 
to do battle with alarm clocks and the transit system. Even the 
drivers whose buses wear the red express signs like tickets to the 
pearly gates relented and picked up the non-express passengers 
while it was snowing. 


There was an odd hush on the bus—not the regular early morn 
ing doldrums, born of too little sleep and too much hurry but a 
special friendly, excited kind of hush. Passengers who normally 
bury themselves in the newspaper or pull a protective cloak of 
silence around them to repel the bright chatterers, smiled at one 
another and watched the snow musingly. 


“It’s really coming down now!” we assured one another tri- 
umphantly. ‘If this keeps up it should be sticking by night!”

The situation is beginning to rankle mountain residents even 
more, especially when the weather starts crashing records as 1! 
has this winter. During the recent cold wave the radio and ou! 
newspaper tables, getting our information from the weather bu 
reau, duly reported the lowest temperature in the state as that in 
Marietta or Rome. 

“Foul!” cried our mountain friends. ‘‘When it was 20 degree: 
in Marietta unofficial readings showed from 2 to 14 degrees .atl 
Ellijay, 12 degrees at the Blue Ridge State Patrol post, 6 degree 
at Blue Ridge dam, 1 degree at the Blairsville Experiment Sta 
tion and 5 degrees at Hiawassee.” 


What the mountain folks want is official thermometers of the 
recording type for each county in the mountain area and daily re- 
ports, especially during cold snaps. 

“This is valuable information to farmers, householders, au- 
toists on highways sometimes iced over and dangerous, hotels and 
camps and restaurants whose trade depends on weather, and or- 
chardists,” said one citizen. ‘“‘And besides, it’s in the interest of 
completeness and accuracy in statewide reports.” 


“If no federal money is available for wiring reports the State 
Patrol at Blue Ridge and several county 
would giadly radio reports from each county to the State Patrol 
headquarters for phoning to authorities. Cant some arrangement 
like this be made?’’

In addition to the havoc it causes in the hu- 
man body, fear strangles personality, murders 
logic, humor, and the ability to lave. 

All human beings suffer from the blight of 
fear—fear of failure, fear of appearing a fool, 
fear of high places, fear of darkness. These all 
are acquired fears; humans are born with only 
two fears, the fear of a loud noise and the fear 
of a sudden release of support 

Women share these fears with men, but they 
have fear peculiar to them—fear of their own 
bodies and those changes which nature causes 
within them. They distrust and fear the female 
processes. This is the fear with which I want to 
deal 

One of the aspects of this fear is the sense 
of shame that often accompanies menstruation.

Once a pattern is laid down, it is very difficult 
to break through. I’ve noticed, to my sorrow, how 
many times a pain is perfected by repetition.

We are teaching our children about menstru- 
ation and sex much better now then we did in 
the past, to the relief of the medical profession. 
Most mothers realize how important it is that 
young girls accept menstruation as a natural 
function of the female body.

A 
sensitive man, sharing his wife’s concern over 
her pregnancy and comforting her in the bad mo- 
ments, can lift the load of fear with his solicitude 
alone. It is dangerous to fight fear in solitude— 
no one ever got over a feeling of insecurity by 
staring out the window at the rain. 

The fear of growing old is also a fear of not 
having affection. Women who are facing old age 
fear desolation; they fear that they have lost 
their value to their family and consequently they 
have no value for themselves. They face loncli- 
ness and having to be dependent. 

Women whose sole sustaining asset has been 
their appearance are the most pathetic of all. 
Through their thirties and forties they have put 
so much emphasis on attractiveness of looks and 
manner that they have given no affection, help, 
or interest. Naturally they cannot expect to re- 
ceive any affection, help, or interest.

Bear Bryant, Frank Broyles, Jim Myers, Jack Curtice and 
others have changed mailing addresses since last season. Darrell 
Royal, thes the finest young coach in football, has been the 

i Weer Champion mover. Since he broke in 
eam as an assistant on the N.C. State staff 
in 1950, Royal has coached at Tulsa, 
Miss. State, Edmonton, Miss. State 
again, Washington and Texas. 

Witty Morris Frank, the prominent 
Houston author and leading intercolle- 
giate toastmaster, turned Royal's face 
maroon shortly after Darrell accepted 
the Texas job. 

Speaking at the NCAA banquet, 
Frank gave Royal a big build up. He 
then turned to the audience and said, 
“I give you Darrell Royal of the ?” 
Frank paused, looked at Royal and 
inquired, “You are still at Texas, 
aren't you?”’ 

The recent turnover, featuring 
the big snafu at Texas A&M after 
Bryant departed, resulted in stern 
criticism of the coaches in some

quarters. 

Various writers riddled the touring mentors with hot linotype 

lead. Some suggested that the NCAA should take drastic action to 


halt the raiding parties. They claimed the coaches were far more 
interested in building bank accounts than character. 

Alumni and students were, in most cases, more vehement. 
Some irate Texans suggested that Bryant should be boiled in his 
own oil well. Myers, who did some beautiful verbal broken field 
running before going to Aggieland, was hanged in effigy at lowa 
State. Which undoubtedly earns him the distinction of being the 
first winning coach strung up by the alumni. 

Broyles, who had conducted a football revival at Missouri, 
was stripped of his hero cloak. Columbia citizens and the press 
quickly turned their cheers to Jeers. 


—More Get the Boot. Than More Loot 


No one has solicited my views on the subject, and my opinion 
only costs a small portion of your nickel, but I can’t stir up much 
sympathy for the jilted colleges. 

On the surface, the coaches may seem to travel a one-way 
street, but that’s not the case. That thin piece of paper known as 
a contract is the only weapon protecting the coach from the alumni. 

Far more coaches have been booted out in the street than 

have walked out to accept new and better offers. Frankly, I think 
the contracts should contain a one-way option. If the college fires 
a coach before his term expires, pay him off. If he wants to move 
on, leave the door open. Actually that’s the way the operation is 
now conducted, so why not make it legal? 

Many contracts have been broken, but no college has carried 
a coach into court. Of course, the college doesn’t want a dis- 
gruntled mentor on the premises 

You certainly. don’t get a clear view of the situation by peering 
through the athletic board’s spectacles. Kidnaping is an accepted 
custom on the college front. As soon as a college loses its coach, 
it immediately starts searching for a prospect to snatch. Texas 
A&M is a glowing example. Iowa State, in turn, is now shopping 
for a man to fill Myers’ vacant shoes. 


—A Coach’s Value Changes Annually 


Of course; if the college presidents wanted to end the consistent 
shuffle, thee could do it. All they'd have to do is agree not to hire 
a coach until his contract expires. 

College presidents don’t want to end the raids. Most of them 
have to please the alumni, and nothing riles the old grads like a 
losing football team. It’s a vicious cycle. When a coach loses, he 
has to go. And, of course, a successful mentor must be lured from 
another institution as a replacement. 

A guy has to look out for himself in any business, and college 
football is strictly big business. You can’t lure customers at $5 per 
ducat with a losing team, so there’s always a demand for the men 
who can fashion successful teams. 

There’s another reason why I can’t blame the coaches for 
frequently changing jobs. Take a coach under a long-term con- 
tract. He has produced a bowl team. Several colleges want him, 
but he honors his contract. He was offered a fabulous salary to 
move on, but didn’t cash in while the chips were stacked. 

Due to various circumstances this same coach has a couple of 
losing campaigns. Now, he’s the same capable coach, but there's 
no demand for his services on other fronts. Sure, he was loyal, 
but you can’t eat loyalty. 

The coach has lost his market valug, and he may never have 
another opportunity to grab the big money. The president of a 
large firm is seldom considered a great success one year and a 
flop the next, but coaches are. 

In a fickle profession, a coach’s reputation changes annually. 
That’s why I can’t blame them for changing jobs at the top of 
the ladder.
